2, The incident uas reported to the Naval Mr Station Security Patrol , 
office at 1940K, 5 January 1958, by lir* Edmund L* Ci\?30LO:AU, Crash 
Fire Captain, Haval Mr Station, Cubi Point Cperations Department, 

The incident reported v;as the shooting of a Harine sentry on the west 
perimeter of the carrier aircraft parlcing area aboard the Naval Mr 
Station, Cubi Point, The identity of the victim was established as 
SCIirtMID, Martin T,, 1639694, Pvt, CSNC by his identification card re- 
moved from the body and by the Corporal of the Guard of H/iCS-1 on duty 
at the tine of the occurrence of the incident* At 200 5H, the victim 
was removed from the scene to the Cubi Ridge Naval Hospital via Navy 
ambulance * The victim was pronounced dead on arrival by the Kedical 
Officer of the Uay, / 

3^ The Naval Air Station. Security Officer was notified at 1943H and, 
acconpanied by the Crimihal Investigator, Mr, Kenneth V* DAVIS, arrived 
at the scene of the shooting at 201oH* Photographs of the surrounding 
scene and of a mock-up of the victim* s body were made* The Corporal 
of the Guard was used to represent the victim since he va^s the first 
individual on the scene* 

4* The Naval Air Station Security Officer and his Criminal Investigator 
conducted an onsight investigation to determine if another person^or 
persons vjere involved in the incident* The initial inspection of the 
area was conducted during hours of darkness; therefore, the area v;as 
placed imder security guard and re-inspected the following morning 
after sunrise* This second investigation disclosed beyond doubt that 
no other person or persons were involved in the incident* This being 
the case, the Naval Mr Station Security Officer released all infonnation, 
personal belongings of the victim, and the v^eapon to the Commanding 
Officer, KACS-1, so that h© might conduct his investigation* This delay
